PROSECUTIOKS  AMD  SEIZURES  UNDER  THE  FEDERAL  SEED  ACT 
(January  1,  to  June  30,  1948  (161-174)  • 

161.  False  labeling  of  oat  seed,  U,  S.  v,  Dessie  L.  Kuhlke,  William  B. 
Kuhlke,  •  and  Eugene  H.  ICuhllce,  doing  business  as  the  Consumers'  Feed  and  Seed' 
Companvj  Augusta,  Georgia,    Plea  of  nolo  contendere.    Fine  025.     (F.  S.  U7U) • 

The  Consumers '  Feed  and  Seed  Company,  Augusta,-  Georgia^  on  or  about 
August  23j  194-6,  delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  from 
Augusta,  Georgia,  to  Birmingham,  /ilabama,  381  bags  of  oat  seed. 

Information  nas  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
S'^uthcrn  District  of  Georgia  alleging  that  the  Consumers'  Feed  and  Seed  Company, 
Au^gusta,  Georgia,  did  unlavv-fully  deliver  for  transportation  in  interstate  com- 
morco  said  shipm^^nt  of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act,    The  violations 
were  as  follov;s:  • 

1,  Labels  attached  to  the  bags  bore,  in  part,  the  statements,  "Victor  Grain 
Oats  -  Purity  98.20  -  Crop  1,04  -  Inert  .60  -  Weeds  ,16";  whereas, 

the  seed  Y'r&s  found  to  consist  of  84,63  percent  Victorgrain  oat  seed, 
11.55  perce:at  other  crop  seed,  including  11.45  percent  other  oat  seed, 
1.27  percent  inert  matter  and  2.55  percent  weed  seed. - 

2,  Labels  attached  to  the  bags  bore,  in  part,  the  statement,  "Noxious  6  . 
Corn  Coclcle'' ;  v/hereas,  the  seed  was  "found  to  contain  'the  noxious-v/eed 
seeds,  Johnson  grass,  cheat,  and  curly  dock  at  the  rate  ,of  32^,  5 

and  5  per  pound,  respectively. 

3,  A  complete  record  of  the  origin,  purity,  and  germination  of  this  lot 
of  seed  vras  not  kept  by  the  Consumers'  Feed  and  Seed  Company  for  a 
period  of  3  ye^.rs  and  was  not  made  available,  on  request,  for  the 
inspection  thereof  by  the  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  Secretary  for 
the  purpose  stated  in  section  202  of  the  act. 

On  November  7,  1947,  Dessie  L.  Kublke,  William  B.  Kuhlke  and  Eugene  lOahlke, 
doing  business  as  the  Cons'iniers'  Feea  and  Seed  Company,  Augusta,  Georgia, 
entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  the  Court  ii.iposed  a  fine  of  ^25, 

162.  False -labeling  of  v/hite  clover  and  suckling  clover  seed.  .Excessive 
noxious-vireed  seeds.    U.  S.  v.  Nine  bags  of  vrhite  clover  and  suckling  clover  seed,  ' 
Seed  seized  and  released  to  claimant  to  be  :brt)ught  into  compliance  v;ith  the 
Federal  Seed  Act,     (F.  S.  480), 

The  Craver-Dickinson  Seed  Company,  Buffalo,  New  York,  on  or  about  November  26 
19 46 J  had  delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  from  Nev;  York, 
New  York,  to  West  Monroe,  Louisiana,  nine  bags  of  v/hite  and  suckling  clover  seed, 

A  libel  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Western 
District  of  Louisiana  praying  seizure  of  this  seed  and  alleging  same  to  be  not 
labeled  as  required  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act  and  to  be  prohibited  from  ship- 
ment into  the  State  of  Louisiana, 


Labels  attached,  to  the  bags  failed  to  indicate  the  presence  of  noxious- 
T/eed  seeds;  vvhereas^  the  seed  v/as  found  to  contaj.n  the  norious-Tfeed  seeds_,  sheep 
sorrel  and  buckhoni  plantain^,  at  the  rates  of  3.08  and  155  per  oujice,  respectively, 
or  a  total  of  7^^08  per  pound.-  Agricult'oral  seed  containing  in  excess  of  5^0  of 
these  noxious-Treed  seeds  per  poun-d,  singlv  or  collectively,  is  prohibited  jji  the 
State  of  Louisiana  and  therefore  prohibited  fron  shipnent  into  that  State  ■.mder 
the  Federal  Seed  Act.    The  seed  v/as  seized  by  the  United  States  marshal. 

On  July  18,  19 47,  the  seed  vras  released  to  the  clamant  to  be  brought  into 
compliance  v;ith  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act.

No  Bonahoom  Seed  Company,  Inc.,  Hastings,  Nebraska,  on  or  about  Llay  28,  19^6, 
delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  coirmerce  from  Hastings,  Nebraska,  to 
El  Paso,  Texas,  83O  bags  of  com  seed.. 

Information  fras  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
District- of  Nebraska  3j.leging  that  No  Bonahoom  Seed  Comoajiy,  Inc.-,  Hastings, 
Nebraska,  did  unlavjf ully  deliver  for  transportation  in  "interstate  commerce  said 
shipment  of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act,    The  violations  \7cre 
as  follows: 

lo    Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  be  98  percent 
pure  seed;  r/hereasj  it  ms  foujid  to  be  95»01  percent  pure  seed. 

2.  Labels  attached  to  the 'bags  represented  the  seed  to  have  a  gerjiiination 
of  87  percent;  r/hereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  have  a  germination  of 

■  51  percent. 

3.  Labels  attached  to  the  bags  failed  to  shoxr  the  percentage  of  other 
crop  seed  of  v;hich  2.59  percent  v;as  found  to  be  present,  and  f allied 
to  shov;  a  lot  number  and  the  origin  of  the  seed  as  required  ujider 
the  act. 

A  complete  record  ^f  the  origin,  purity,  and  germination  of  this  lot' 
of  seed  v;as  not  kept  by  the  N,  Bonahoom  Seed  Company,  Inc.,  Hastings, 
Nebraslza,  for  a  period  of  3  years  sud  v;as  not  made  Eivailable  on  request 
for  the  inspection  thereof  hy  the  duly  a.uthorized  agents  of  the  Secretary 
for  the  purpose  stated  in  section  202  of  the  a,ct. 

On  Ilarch  8,  1948,  the  N.  Bonahoom  Seed  Company,  Inc.,  Hastings,  Nebraska, 
entered  a  plea  of  guilty  and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  $100  and  costs.

R.  L,  Gibbs  and  Company,  Englehard,  North  Carolina,  on  or  about  September  2/^, 
1946,  transported  in  interstate  commerce  from  Englehard,  North  Carolina,  to 
Danville,  Virginia,  250  bags  of  oat  seed. 

Information  vxas  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Eastern  District  of  North  -  Carolina  alleging  that  R.  L.  Gibbs  and  Company, 
Englehard,  North  Carolina,  did  unlavrfully  transport  in  interstate  commerce  said 
shipment  of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

The  violation  consisted  in  transporting  from  Englehard,  North  Carolina, 
to  Danville,  Virginia,  250  bags  of  oat  seed  xvhich  bore  labels  representing  the 
seed  to  have  a  germination  of  90  percent;  v/hereas,  the  seed  vras  found  to  have 
a  germination  of  52  percent. 

On  February  13,  19-^-8,  Richard  L.  Gibbs  and  William  J.  Midyette,  doing 
business  as  R«  L.  Gibbs  and  Company  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  and  the 
Coiirt  imposed  a  fine  of  $100.

Hubbard  and  Palmer,  Inc.,  Fulton,  South  Dakota,  on  or, about  March  20,1947a 
delivered  fof  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  from  Fulton,  South  Dakota, 
to  St.  James,  Minnesota,  one  carload  of  oat  seed,  in  bulk,  for  seeding  piirposes. 

..Information  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
District  of  .; South  Dakota,  alleging  that  Hubbard  and  Palmer,  Fulton,  South  Dakota, 
did  unla.T'/f  ully  deliver  for  transportation  in 'interstate  commerce  said  shipment 
of  seed  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act. 

The  violation  consisted  of  shipping  in  interstate  commerce  from  Fulton, 
South  Dakota,  to  St.  James,  Minnesota,  one  carload  of  oat  seed,  in  bulk,  for 
seeding  purposes  vrhich  v/as  not  accompanied  by  an  invoice  bearing  the  various 
statements  required  under  section  201  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act,    The  seed  was 
found  to  contain  9  creeping  Jenny  (field  bindiTeed)  seeds  in  500  grams.  Creep- 
ing Jenny  seeds  are  considered  noxious-XTeed  seeds  in  the  State  of  lilnnesota.,' 
Seed  containing  creeping  Jenny  seeds  may  not  be  sold  in  the  State  of  Minnesota' 
and  is  therefore  prohibited  from  shipment  into  that  State  under  the  Federal 
Seed  Act. 

On  April.  2,  194^,  Hubbard  and  Palmer,  Fulton,  South  Dakota,  entered  a. 
plea  of  guilty,  and  the  Coiirt  imposed  a  fine  of  025.'

M.  G.  Stoller,  also  operating  as  Stollers'  Seeds^  Paulding,  Ohio^  on  or  aboui 
January  31  and  February  10,  194-7,  delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  com- 
merce from  Paulding,  Chio^  to  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  35  bags  of  red  clover  seed. 

Information  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United' States  for  the 
Northern  District  of  Ohio  alleging  that  ll^  G.  Stoller,  Paulding,  Ohio,  did  unlaw- 
fully deliver  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  said  shipment  of  seed 
in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act,    The  violations  vjere  as  folloT/s: 

1,  Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  consist,  in 
part,  of  99.26  percent  pure  seed,  0.10  percent  inert  matter  and 
0.08  percent  vireed  seed;  whereas,  the  seed  ms  found  to  consist; 
in  part,  of  97^33  percent  pure  seed^  0,94  percent  inert  matter, 
and  1.19  percent  ^Teed  scedo 

2.  Labels  attached  to  the  bags 'failed  to  indicate  the  presence  of 
noxious-iTeed  seeds;  whereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  contain  the 
noxious-weed  seeds ^  common  plantain  and  buckhorn  plantain,  at 
the  rates  of  702  and  126  per  pound,  respectively^ 

On'February  12^  1948,  M,  Go  Stoller,  also  operating  as  Stollers'  Seeds, 
Pa'ulding,  Ohio,  entered  a'  plea  of  guilty  and  the  Court  imposed  a  fine  of  $500  .and 
^2^  --.costs.

•  United  Seed  and  Feed  Company,  Bunkic,  Louisiana,  on  or  about  October  10, 
1947;  delivered  for  transportation  in  interstate  commerce  from  Bunkie,  Louisiana, 
to  Elberta,  Alabama,  80  bags  of  Dallis  'grass  seed* 

A  libel  was  filed  in  the  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Southern 
District  of  Alabama  praying  seizure  of  this  seed  and  alleging  it  to  bo  falsely 
labeled  in  violation  of  the  Federal  Seed  Act, 

■  Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  consist  of  45oSO  percent 
pure  seed  and  51<.45  percent  inert  matter;  vjhereas,  the  seed  was  found  to  consist, 
in  part,  of  14ol9  percent  pure  seed  and  84.. 78  percent  inert  matter.    The  seed  . 
was  seized  by  the  United  States  marshal* 

On  June  25,  1948,  the  Court  ordered  the  seed  destroyed.

A  libel  T^as  filed  in  tho  District  Court  of  the  United  States  for  the 
Western  District  of  Tennessee  praying  seizure  of  nine  bags,  more  or  less,  of 
this  seed' and  alleging  same  to  be  prohibited  from  shipment  into  the  State  of 
Tennessee  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act  due  to  the  presence  of  excessive  noxious- 
rreed  seeds. 

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  contain  the  noxious- 
vreed  seed,  corncockle,  at  the  rate  of  36  per  pound.    Agricultural  seed  contain- 
ing in  excess  of  20  corncoclcle  seeds  per  pound  of  hairy  vetch  seed  is  prohibited 
from  sale  in  the  State  of  Tennessee  :nd  therefore  prol-iibited  from  shipment  into 
that  State  under  the  Federal  Seed  Act,    The  seed  v/as  seized  by  the  United  States 
marshal. 

On  March  8,  194-8,  the  seed  was  released  to  the  claimant  to  be  shipped 
into  the  State  of  LEssissippi  vrhere  its  sale  and  shipment  vrauld  not  be  prohibited.

Labels  attached  to  the  bags  represented  the  seed  to  contain  the  noxious- 
weed  seed,  dodder,  at  the  rate  of  18  per  pound;  vihereaSy  the  seed  was  found 
to  contain  dodder  seeds  at  the  rate  of  224  per  poimd.    Agricultural  seed  con- 
taining in  excess  of  200  dodder  seeds  per  pound  is  prohibited  from  sale  in  the 
State  of  Alabama  and' therefore  prohibited  from  shipment  into  that  State' under 
the  Federal  Seed  Act,    The  seed  was  seized  by  the  United  States  marshal.
